They weren’t happy with 
that, so they took “Sunshine 
of Your Love" by Tho Cream 
(One of the better cuts on 
"Disraeli Gears") and not 
only chopped It up. but. for 
some unknown reason, slowed 
it down to the point that it 
sounds off. 

They took Eric Clapton's 
lead and made it sound like I 
played it. That’s not easy to 
do considering Clapton is ac¬ 
knowledged as.the best gui¬ 
tarist in rock music.

Must be an inside 
joke.) is a trip hack to the 
beginning of Dylan’s sound. 

No amplification or foofa- 
raw on tills one. It’s simply 
Dylan and three musicians 
and his purist fans will be de¬ 
lighted. It sounds as if it was 
all done on the first take, 
which I’m sure Dylan wanted. 

He’s gone back to the sim¬ 
ple. non-elcctronic sounds 
with very strong Nashville 
country overtones. It sold 
250.000 copies in less than a 
week, so I’m sure it will be a 
million seller by the time you 
read this. I’m not going to 
comment on his songs yet, 
because it is difficult to make 
a decision on Dylan without 
much careful listening.
